During all its actions in con- 
nection with the municipal plant, 
the members of the city council 
have been unanimous in its de- 
cisions. 


In the opinion of many the city 
couldn’t have selected a more at- 
tractive and beautiful site for the 
power plant. It is located on a 
rolling formation of land adjoin- 
ing the AuSable river south of 
the U.S. 27 bridge, This was 
formerly the property, of Salling 
Hanson Co., and used for an ash- 
ery and incinerator. Later it 
became the property of Esbern 
Hanson and was presented by 
him to the city for use as a pub- 
lie park. It was a very generous 
gift and one that the people of 
Grayling will always appreciate. 


Grayling’s introduction to pub- 
lic electric lighting occurred in 
about the year 1904, At that time 
the Grayling Electric Co. was 
formed, with Geo. L. Alexander 
as president and Marius ‘Hanson 
secretary ‘and manager. 

Power was. produced from a 
turbine generator operated by 
water power and located on the 


- AuSable river about 1% miles 


southwest of Grayling. This was 
constructed by Chas. Amidon and 
Chas. Cranton.

However, if the skin does not 
change color, and the psuedopodia 
do not appear, the person is not 
suffering a cancerous condition. the

“Fifth Column” 

Two incidents have been re- 
ported in the press which tend to 
bear out the request of Commis- 
sioner Oscar Olander for 100 
more state police officers. 

“Fifth column” activity was 
suspected this month in the blaze 
of a freight car, loaded with Gen- 
eral Motors engines, - as a train 
was entering the St. Clair river 
tunnel between Port Huron and 
Sarnia. The train was also car- 
rying munitions, it was said. 

During the first World war a 
small arsenal was uncovered in 
Detroit in connection with a Ger- 
man plot. 

Gov, Luren D, Dickinson, in re- 

questing Washington to add a 
mobile anti-airaraft regiment in 
Detroit, said: ‘The vital neces- 
sity of the presence of such troops 
in Michigan’s industrial area is 
ost apparent.”

to keep cool in an emergency and 
to apply first aid while awaiting 
the arrival of a physician or am- 
bulance may save the life of an 
accident victim. At such times, 
a knowledge of artificial respira- 
tion may prove invaluable. 

This is particularly useful in 
giving first aid for electric shock, 
apparent drowning and gas or 
smoke asphyxiation. 

In cases of electric shock, the 
victim must first be released by 
shutting off the electric current 
when that is possible. If the 
switch cannot be reached, the 
victim must be thrust from the 
wire by means of some dry non- 
conductor such as a rubber glove, 
a roll of newspaper or a garment 
wrapped around the hand, a rope 
or a board. There is danger to

Houseflies breed and feed in 
filth, which makes them danger- 
ous. But if fly breeding material
